RESOLUTION 

No. 4, dated 1st April 1982,—The President is pleased 
to appoint a Committee to go into the concept and role of the 
Terntorial Army and other allied issues with the following 
Composition and Terms of Reference :— 

I. Composition : 

Chairman 

(1) Muj Oen Rajinder Singh Sparrow (Retd), MP. 

Non-official Members 

(2) Shri K Lakkappa, MP. 

(3) Brig Bant Singh, AVSM (Retd). 

(4) Lt Col M Shrivastav, VSM (Retd). 

Official Members 

(5) Director of Staff Duties. 

Army Headquarters. 

(6) Joint Secretary (G), 

Ministry of Defence. 

(7) Additional Financial Adviser (S), 

Ministiy of Finance (Defence). 

Member-Secretary 

( 8 ) Director of Territorial Army, 

Army Headquarters, New Delhi. 

II. Terms of Reference : 

(a) to go into the concept and role of the Territorial 
Army and to recommend whether there is any need 
to modify the role of the Territorial Army and if 
so, to recommend the role, as envisaged; 

(b) to assess the strength and type of Units, to be raised 
for the role envisaged; 


(c) to suggest measures to make Territorial Army more 
effective with particular reference to the regular 
Army officers’ cadre in TA; 

(d) to recommend measures to make Territorial Army 
more attractive with particulai reference to :— 

(i) improvement in career piospects of Territorial 
Army personnel and 

lii) Welfare measures for serving and retired 
Territorial Army personnel; 

(e; to recommend measures, including publicity to 
improve the image of Territorial Army; 

(f) to report ou the implementation of recommenda¬ 
tions made in “The Territorial Army Committee 
Report, 1970; and 

(g) to submit specific recommendations with regard to 
induction of unemployed individuals into the Terri¬ 
torial Army. 

2. The committee will submit its report within 3 months. 

3. The non-official members of the Committee will be paid 
travelling allowance and daily allowance for attending the 
meetings of the committee at the rates sanctioned in the 
Ministry of Financei Office Memorandum No. 6(26)/B/1V/59 
dated the 5th September, 1960, as amended from time to 
time. 

4. Ordered that the foregoing be communicated to the 
Chief of the Army Staff and Financial Adviser, Ministry of 
Finance (Defence). 

5. Ordered that a copy of this Resolution be communicat¬ 
ed to all State Governments and Union Territory Adminis¬ 
trations, Prime Minister's Office, Cabinet Secretariat, Depart¬ 
ment of Parliamentary Affairs, Lok Sabha Secretarial Rajya 
Sabha Secretariat, President’s Secretariat, All Ministries and 
Departments of the Govrenment of India. 

6. Also ordered that the Resolution be published in the 
Gazette of India.
